The 25th anniversary of the 
Emancipation of slaves in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was celebrated 
Monday. Long before the time for 
the procession to form rain fell 
thick and fast. It was indeed a 
disappointment to those who had 
made preparations as well as to 
these who-were anxious to witness 
the procession. There were many 
military organizations that had ar- 
ranged to turn out in the procession 
but wereinformed by chief marshal, 
Rev. Robert Johnson, that the pro- 
cession had been postponed, which 
was the cause of the Oapital City 
Guard and Cadets not turning 
out. Major C.B. Fisher, of the 
Batler Zouaves and Capt. Turner 
of the National Guards, remained 
in line like brave soldiers, bat re- 
fused to go to West Washington, 
which everybody endorsed, bat 
met the procession at 19th st., 
after it had gone through West.

EMAMCIPATION DAY * 


from God.” 

“The compensated emancipation 
of the District of Columbia came in 
the natural order of events; every- 
thing had shaped itself to its com- 
ing. In the middle of a great civil 
war the government suddenly 
awoke to the fact that it should 
eliminate slavery from fiational 
territory, and great minds worked 
on the problem, which culminated 
in compensated emancipation.” 
The history of the bill, which 
was introduced by Henry Wilson, 
was sketched, and one of its effects 
shown in the inereased colored 
population of the District of Colum- 
bia. “The radical men of the 
north,” he said, ‘‘hailed the meas- 
ure as the sigual of ultimate and 
-near victory for the cause of aboli- 
tion. Its effect on the uthern 
confederacy was tremendous; it 
was a moral shock from which the 
rebel government never recover- 
ed.” The'patriotism of the new- 
ly released negro was applauded. 
The pitiable condition of the ne- 
gro in the District even after eman- 
cipation was graphically depicted. 
The growth of the race was shown 
in a most interestiug manner, their 
remarkable increase of their proper- 
ty was an especial feature, as was 
also their extraordinary advance 
in the cause of education. He 
paid high tribute to those noble 
ladies who had worked so faithiully 
during the last years of the war to 
educate the freed people, and 
whose death, due to the consequent 
overexertion, was an irreparable 
loss to the negro raee. The growth 
of education among the native re- 
ligious instructors was noted and 
commented on. The establishment 
of Howard University and its his-- 
tory was fully given. The Freed- 
mans Hospital was the subjectofcon 
siderable description.
